the bottle from her hand and ru sh ­ 
ing her to the hospital w here she 
was given m edical attention. 
Mrs. 
Collins 
m ade th e attem p t 
on her life about 5:30 p. rn. while 
th e streets were crowded with peo­ 
ple. She was standing on the side­ 
w alk talk in g to V. W. Scarberry, 
a jitney driver and while Mr. Bear­ 
berry w ent to his car to crank it 
to take her home she opened the 
bottle and turned it to her lips. Mr. 
Scarberry 
saw 
her 
drin k in g 
the 
poison and knocked the bottle from 
h e r hand. She fainted and as she 
fell was caught by Mr. Scarberry 
and George H arrison, who chanced 
to be passing, and the two rushed 
with her to the Gwin & Mays d rug 
store n ear by while W.

Went for Dr. Threlkeld. Mrs. Col­ 
lins was taken to th e local hospital 
w here alcohol and o th er antidotes 
were given her to kill the effect of 
th e deadly poison she had drunk.
